Written 
in his own hand with a lead pencil 
om the stationery of his father’s 
insurance company, it suggests 
possible concessions to Belgium on 
her $480,000,000 debt, but their 
extent is withheld. This is a mat- 
ter of courtesy to .the Belgium 
delegation, to the members of 
which the President's decision will 
be given directly so they will not 
be compelled to read it first in the 
newspapers. 

The final decision did not 
quire a long time for consideration. 
Secretary Mellon and Senator 
Smott arrived in Plymouth by 
automobile from Ludlow about 10 
a. m. yesterday and went into im- 
mediate conference with Mr. Cool- 
idge. The memorandum by the 
President was given out shortly 
before noon, after which the party 
went to lunch at Echo Lake Inn at 
Tyson, six miles from Plymouth, 
as guests of Former Gov.

YEARS AGO IN MONGOLIA

NEW YORK, Aug. 18. 
. ATENSIVE evidence of a 


human culture in Mongolia 

12,000 or more years ago 
have been unearthed by the 
Third Asiatic Expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural 
History, according to a cable 
from ‘the leader, Roy Chapman 
Andrews, received by the Asia 
Magazine which co-operated in 
organizing the expedition. 

Among other results reported 
are the discovery of 40 dinosaur 
eggs, 10,000,009 years old, dino- 
saur skeletons and skulls, two 
pre-Mongol human _— skeletons, 
remains of ancient animals and 
a large collection of stone weap- 
ons and utensils of the prehis- 
toric dwellers of the Asian pla- 
teau. 

The archeological material is 
considered of great importance 
by museum officials, who hope 
it will throw more light on late 
paleolithic human culture,

The deal has not yet reached 
the final stage, but it is expected 
to run into millions. The pre-war 
possessions of the Mannesmann 
firm in Morocco comprised , 2000 
mining concessions, with 
acres and 14 factories. While those 
possessions situated in the present 
French zone were automatically 
liquidated through the treaty of 
Versailles, the firm retained their 
possessions in the Spanish zone, 
the sale of which is being arranged 
now. 

The Mannesmanns generally are 
accepted as semi-official ,colonizers 
of the former German Government 
and as such have been held in some 
quarters as responsible for having 
precipitated the Moroccan conflict.

phatic note Liberia has notified 
League of Nations members of her 
insistence on being regarded as a 
sovereign State, equal with any 
other member nation and expressed 
deepest regret at the discrimination | 
in the action of the traffic-in-arms 
conference which placed Liberia. 
among the special zqnes. 

Nevertheless Liberia has signec 
the arms treaty, taking into con- 
sideration the Unied States com- 
promise article which provides that 


he 


whenever a nation within a special 


zone agrees to comply with the 
pact’s provisions it automatically 
removes itself from the specia’ 
category. 

Liberia’s action may precipita‘t+ 
an issue which the league has con- 
tinually dodged—that of ruling on 
equality among members. The Irish 
first raised the issue when Britain 
denied the league’s jurisdiction on 
interse deputies. The matter then 


‘ was shelved after each country an- 


nounced its viewpoint. 

Now it is regarded as inevitable 
that the question of diffefent cate- 
gories of members will come up| 
and either the League Council will 
decide or the matter will be refer- 
red to The Hague. | 

“Loberia is a sovereign State.”’ 
her note says, “enjoving aj] the 
rights belonging to her interna- 
tional personality.
